Bond Issues 
Ease Campus 
Expansion 


Over half a million dollars in 
funds earmarked for Santa Ana 
College may help ease growing 
pains in 1967-68, Dr. John E. 
Johnson, SAC president, an- 
nounced early this week. 

“The funds are a result of two 
recent state bond issues for high- 
er education. The bulk of the 
money went to state universities, 
though small amounts were al- 
lotted to junior colleges,” Dr. 
Johnson stated. 

Applications for the money 
were sent out at the beginning 
of this semester to all junior col- 
leges. SAC’s was just completed. 
“We should know in about three 
monchs how much money we’re 
being allotted,’ Dr. Johnson 
commented. 

Listed in the application were 
five phases of building expansion 
slated for construction in ’67-’68. 
The areas of concern mentioned 
are music facilities, trade and 
industrial, re-location of the ma- 
chine shop to provide for air 
conditioning and hydraulics, 
dressing facilities and expansion 
of ‘the library, 


from the OCC Director of stu- 
dent activities asking that the 
cannon be returned, or a check 
for $100 be sent to the Pirates. 

The Executive Cabinet voted 
unanimously that afternoon to 
send the $100 and a letter of 
apology. 

If the cannon is returned by 
this afternoon, the check will be 
returned. 


If the cannon is not returned 
today, students who stole it will 
be sought, expelled from school 
and forced to pay the $100, Cor- 
ser said. 


However, if those persons who 
took the cannon return it to the 
Deans’ Office by 3 p.m. this af- 
ternoon, no questions will be 
asked, the dean said. 

Corser explained to the com- 
missioners at the Cabinet meet- 
ing that when any vandalism or 
thievery takes place between 
schools, the contributing school 
must pay the $100. 

“This is only right,’’’the dean 
explained. “It has happened 
many times to us and we have 
either paid or collected the mon- 
ey in the past.” 


“This panel made four recom- 
mendations to the State Board of 
Education at a meeting in Sep- 
tember of this year after study- 
ing the problem in depth,” San- 
ta Ana College President John E. 
Johnson revealed. 

IN THE AIR 

“The discussion of the quar- 
ter system for JC’s has been in 
the air for a long time, and actu- 
ally is still only in the talking 
stages,” Johnson continued. “But, 
the recommendations made by 
the panel call for further inves- 
tigation with a report back to the 
state in 1968.” 

The question of pane 
between colleges yhigh 
schools causes concern. 

“The JC’s must keep in mind 
that 50 per cent of the high 
school graduates attend a junior 
college. We must provide room 
for these students along with 
easy transition,” the president 
explained. 

“If the quarter system were 
established by the JC’s, areas 
where large amounts of students 
graduate from high school in 
January would have to decide 
what to do with these students 
until the third quarter started in 
March.”’ 

Financial support was a_ sec- 
ond concern due to thé larger ex- 
pense of operating the quarter 
system, and the third resulting 
from the system for scheduling 
classes and wider use of staff. 


THIRD RECOMMENDATION 

“No statistical evidence that 
one plan is better than the other 
has been given,’”’ Johnson pointed 
out. “This was the panel’s third 
recommendation.” 

“When you talk about the 
quarter system you have to de- 
fine it,” the president said. 
ed. 

“Are you talking about the 
quarter system where you have 
three quarters during the regu- 
lar year, plus a summer session, 
or are you talking about the year 
round system with four quarters, 
one quarter being in the sum- 
mer?

Levendosky’s constructions are 
the physical representations of 
an art problem of his own com- 
position. The forms he has creat- 
ed from lath, plaster and burlap 
are of a fairly new media. 

“T cannot relate my work to 
any particular trend I am follow- 
ing or any art period,’”’ Levendos- 
ky admitted. 

“The forms are organic,’ he 
continued. ‘‘The problem was to 
create an unsophisticated living 
form with extending natural ap- 
pendages.”’ 

An art major, Levendosky 
came to SAC two semesters ago 
from Pennsylvania where he took 
courses at Carnegie Tech. 

The forms Levendosky has 
created could be placed in a se- 
quence. 

The first sits in a quiet re- 
pose, yet appears strangely alive. 
The second, whose appendage 
shoots out and rejoins, writhing 
the figure, is awakening to life. 
The third form is completely in a 
fray of violence, its limbs flung 
out in all directions. 

The curiously fascinating fig- 
ures are not entirely a unique art 
form. The media, plaster, is tra- 
ditional, but it is a relatively new 
process to leave 'the hollow form 
rather than casting it in bronze. 

Levendosky’s desire to work in 
this particular media, as opposed 
to oil, is one which many sculp- 
tors relate — a preference for 
dimension and the tactile quality 
of clay and plaster. 

“David Elder’s exhibition in La 
Cienega last year impressed me 
very much, My forms are similar 
to his work,’”’ Levendosky stated.

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LSD Termed Moral Destroyer

“Drop out, trip up and float 


off.” 
This phrase is the motto of 


i Timothy Leary and _ LSD’ers 


across the country. 

Perhaps more correctly, in 
view of recent research, the mot- 
to should read, ‘“‘Retreat, freak 
out, and disintegrate.” 

Just returned from a two-day 
forum on_ psychodylic drugs, 
Dean of Students Thomas Tra- 
wick showed great concern at the 
naivety of students to the use of 
LSD, one of the most potent and 
potentially dangerous drugs ever 
discovered. 

“The use of psychodylie (hal- 
lucination - producing) drugs 
shows a great deal of insecurity 
in the users. They need to escape 
reality,” Trawick commented. 

The forum, called by State At- 
torney General Tom Lynch, fea- 
tured three main speakers, Doc- 
tors Ungerleider, Fisher, and A. 
Mandell of the UCLA Medical 
and Psychiatric Center. 

LSD, the most potent of a fam- 


H ily of hallucinogenic drugs, was

discovered in April of 1943 by a 
Swiss bio-chemist. 

It is derived from ergot, a 
fungus disease which affects rye 
and wheat. When bread baked 
from :the affected grain is eaten, 
it produces ergotism, which is 
characterized by a gangrenous 
condition of the extremeties and 
a kind of madness. 

With the synthesized drug, a 
dose of 50 to 150 micrograms of 
LSD will produce hallucinations. 
It is the most easily produced 
and obtainable of the psychodylic 
drugs. 

Although amphetamines are 
potentially dangerous due to the 
addiction factors, LSD will often 
produce permanent psychosis in 
users. 

Dr. Rothman, .Professor of 
Bio-chemistry at UCLA stated 
that prolonged usage of LSD 
produces permanent brain dam- 
age. He went further to state 
that even a first “trip’’ may re- 
sult in suicide. 

“Timothy Leary, who by the 
way is not an 'M.D.,” according 
to Rothman, ‘appears to be 
showing signs of brain damage 
himself.” Leary, in a recent in-

mitted to over 300 “trips.” 

Leary, in an effort to legalize 
LSD in the form of a new “re- 
ligion,’’ has been indicted by the 
Supreme Court of California for 
possession of the illegal drug. 

Leary defends his actions us- 
ing the court decision legalizing 
the use of peyote, a‘ hallucino- 
genic drug, by American Indians, 

“Leary, however,’ according 
to Trawick, ‘‘cannot produce the 
necessary defense grounds to win 
the case. Thatt is a historical use 
of centuries in religious cere- 
monies.”’ 

Dr. Rothman, who lunched 
with Leary, recounted part of the 
conversation with the LSD mes- 
siah at the forum. “I said to 
Leary, ‘You’re not trying to es- 
tablish a new religion. You are 
trying ‘to destroy middle-class 
ethics and morals.’ To this state- 
ment, Leary answered, point- 
blank, ‘You’re right.’ ” 

Drastic personality changes are 
among the side-effects of LSD, 
according to Dr. Ungerleider. In- 
dividuals undergo a change of 
moral and value systems, a let- 
hargic attitude in work and edu- 


cation, a superiority complex, ex- 
treme insecurity and inhibition- 
ism ,and. most frightening, a de- 
sire to spread’the use of p8ycho- 
dylic drugs among their friends. 

This fact is bourne out by re- 
search conducted by Jonathan 
Cole, M.D. and Martin M. Katz, 
PhD. of the National Institute 
of Mental Health, Bethesda, Md. 

Katz wrote in the Journal of 
the American Medical Associa- 
tion, March 7, 1962, that there 
have been, “‘verified reports of 
insidious personality changes in 
individuals who have indulged in 
repeated self-administered treat- 
ments of LSD and other psycho- 
dylic drugs.” 

Dr. Katz, in order to research 
the effect of LSD administered 
the drug to a number of his pat- 
ients. 


“Without exception, the pat- 
ients became worse. Although 
some let down their defense 
mechanisms, they began to im- 
agine traumatic experiences 
which never occurred. 

“It is just too. unreliable a 
tool to use, even in clinics,” 
Katz concluded.
